The St. Louis Association of Drug 
Clerks, at its annual meeting last 
night, held in Musicians’ Hall, 3535 
Pine street, voted to repudiate the 
Central Trades and Labor Union's 
indorsement of Mayor Kiel’s’ deal) 
with the United Railways, and ona 
second proposition, voted for the re- 
call of Kiel. 

The organization has 178 membera 
in St. Louis, virtually all of whom 
were present, according to Theodore 
Oppermann, treasurer. 

This is the fifth union with repre- 
sentation in the Central Trade to re- 
fuse to indorse the stand taken by 
the delegates of that organization 
Sunday, when they indorsed Kiel by 
vote of 116 to 71. A sixth organiza- 
tion, Carpenters’ Local No. 1596, 
membership 1000, condemned Kiel's 
deal in a resolution adopted Saturday 


night. One organization has sus- 
tained the central body, Painters’ 
Loeal, No. 37, which met Tuesday 


night with an attendance of about 
05. 

The other unions which have re- 
pudiated the vote of their central 
body are Local 788, Street Car Men, 
composed of 4200 employes of the 
United Railways; Local 706, Machin- 
ists; Local, 21, Upholsterers, and Lo- 
cal No, 3, St. Louis Mailers. 

Action Is Explained. 

“I voted for Kiel Sunday in the 
central body,’”’ Opperman said, ‘‘but 
my organization took different action 
last night. The first resolution of- 
fered was one to sustain the central 
body, with which we are affiliated. 
This was defeated by a mayjority 
vote. Then a resolution was intro- 
duced favoring the recall of Kiel, 
which was adopted by a majority 
vote. Both propositions were dis- 
cussed without prejudice or ill feel- 
ing towards anyone, and the discus- 
sion was confined to the merits of 
€ach question before the meeting.” 

The Metal Trades Council, repre- 
senting several thousand metal work- 
ers, will meet Monday night in the 
Pontiac Building and take action on 
the recall of Kiel, and the Iron 
Moulders will do likewise Saturday 
night at 200 South Broadway. Other 
unions affiliated with Central Trades 
and Labor Unrion are expected to 
take action on the question at thelr 
meetings this week and next.

DYER THREATENS TO “WASH 
HIS HANDS OF” DELAYED TRIAL 


Court Impatient Over Progress of 
Rehearing Bankruptcy Witness 
Perjury Case. 


Judge Dyer in the United States 
District Court today expressed im- 
patience at the deiay in retrying Jo- 
seph Rosenthal on a charge of per- 
jury. Rosenthal was charged with 
making false statements’ before 
Bankruptcy Referee Coles in a bank- 
ruptcy proceeding against Abe Gins- 
berg, a shoe dealer. He was found 
guilty Oct. 19, 1916, and was sen- 
tenced by Judge Dyer to two years 
imprisonment. 

The Court of Appeals reversed 
ang remanded the decision and the 
case was again put on the District 
Court docket last March. Judge | 
Dyer today asked Assistant District | 
Attorney White if a date for the trial | 
had been decided on. 

White replied that District Attor-| 
ney Oliver was out of town and he 
thought neither the Government nor 
the defendant would be ready to try) 
the case at this term.

today. The acceptance, however, is 
subject to learning under what con- 
ditions the plan will be carried out. 

This plan in its practical applica- 
tion now is under examination before 
the supreme council of the peace 
conference. 

Capt. Tardieu made the announce- 
ment during his conference with the 
correspondents at the Foreign Of- 
fice. 

As a result of individual confer- 
ences which have been in progress 
during the last 24 hours regarding 
colonial questions, it was learned to- 
day that prospects are bright for-an 
early and complete agreement on a 
colonial policy. It is admitted that 
the general principles agreed upon 
are based on international control by 
means of mandatories. Important 
details remain to be adjusted.

In his secret compact with the United Railways the 
Mayor has abandoned the legal rights and interests of | 

_the city for the blood of a turnip. 

In exchange for a court judgment for $2,500,000 and. 
| the abandonment of the city’s legal rights and advan- 
'tages, Mayor Kiel has taken the promise of an avow- 
edly bankrupt corporation, “a turnip,” in the words of 
‘its president. 
| The city has no bond, no guarantee for the payment 
‘of the debt. A judgment which the city could have, 
‘obtained against the company could have been collected | 
at any time, in any way. The city could have demanded | 
a bond. Under the Mayor's secret agreement, accord- 
ing to former Gov. Folk and President McCulloch, it is| 
“a claim,” like a hundred other obligations of the com- |

pany. 

The city has made good its rich gift to the company. 
The company has the franchise and has escaped a court | 
judgment, but it doesn’t have to pay what it promised 
for them. | 

Asked if the company would be able to pay, President | 
McCulloch replied, ‘“‘You are as good a guesser as I am.” | 
His report shows a deficit last year of over $400,000. | 
The day the secret compact was published Mr. McCul-| 
loch said the company would have to get an increase of. 
fare in order to pay the mill tax. He said he intended | 
to use the agreement as a basis of a plea for increased. 
fare. | 

Let us see what this means. The mill tax was levied 
on the 5-cent fare, fixed by the franchises of the com-| 
pany. It had to come out of the revenues of the com- | 
pany, because the company could not then get an in-| 
/ecrease of fare. 

Now tue company gets 6 cents by a ruling of the Pub-| 
lie Service Commission. If it paid the mill tax out of | 
‘this additional cent taken from the pockets of the peo- 
ple, the city treasury would get 1 mill and the company | 
9 mills. If it gets an aditional cent it will pay back to 
the city 1 mill and take 19 mills, nearly 2 cents, for its | 
own revenues, without a guarantee or a promise of bet- 
ter service—all for its watered securities. | 

In short, the agreement to pay what it owes the elty | 
S| is made an excuse to get from every passenger 2 cents | 
| additional, out of which it pays a tax of 1 mill, which |
